The present remarks are in response to the Office Action entered in the above identified 
case and mailed on March 31, 2003. Claims 1-26 are pending in the application. Claims 4-10 
and 21-26 have been allowed, claims 1-3, 11 and 13 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Patent Application Publication 2002/0145150 to Okuyama et al. 
(hereinafter "Okuyama"), and 12, and 14-20 were objected to for being dependent on a rejected 
base claim, but otherwise would be allowable. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection of claims 1-3, 11, and 13 over Okuyama 
because Okuyama may not properly be considered as prior art to the present application under 35 
U.S.C. §102(e). Okuyama was filed in the United States on March 5, 2002. However, the 
present appHcation claims priority fi-om Japanese patent applications P2001-062206 and P2001- 
362444 filed March 6, 2001 and November 28, 2001 respectively. Based on the priority date of 
the present application Okuyama is clearly not an application for patent published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the AppHcants. Accordingly 
35 U.S.C, § 1 02(e) does not apply, and the subject claims should be allowed. 

For these reasons, Applicant respectfully submits that the claims as presently amended 
are all in condition for allowance. Applicant therefore requests that the Examiner allow the 
claims move the application to issue. However, if there are any remaining issues the Examiner is
